There has been a petition pre­ 
sented to me requesting that a 
special law be passed permitting 
seining in all rivers of Comanche 
Countv

seines This matter was called to 
my attention in the last session. 
The following correspondence and 
information 
will 
give 
you 
tfie 
status of this matter. 
There is no special laws rela­ 
tive to fishing in Comanche Coun­ 
ty, so the general laws prevail. 
Leon River is not a Stale stream 
as is indicated below*. If you own 
a part of the river, or a like or 
large tank. I would think it would 
be your privilege to fish, or not 
fish, in any way you m ight think 
proper. However, owners would be 
protected by the laws governing 
trespassing. W hile the State law 
provides 
for 
three-inch 
mesh 
seines, such provision is made so 
that stream s would not be en­ 
tirely made bare of fish, even 
though you had a fishing permit. 
While I have not discussed this 
with the County Attorney who 
would be more com petent to pass 
upon the laws, yet it appears to 
me that if you own a part of 
the river, or a lake, or a tank, 
you would be within your rights 
to fish in a manner that suited 
you best and with the size mesh 
that seemed most convenient to 
you as long as the State had no 
claim upon the property.
